Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate,  which  has  fallen  each  year  since  1947,  shows 
a slight  ihcrease,  there  being  348  births  compared  with  331  in  1950. 
The  Birth  Rate  is  still  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 
The  Death  Rate  was  slightly  reduced,  there  being  170  deaths 
compared  with  187  in  1950. 

A very  pleasing  feature  of  the  Vital  Statistics  has  been  the 
reduction  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  from  54-4  per  1,000  Births 
to  18-7  per  1,000  Births.  This  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  (29-6)  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  area. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
various  Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.  I am  particularly  indebted  to  the 

Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  valued 
help.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths 
under  1 year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  lower  than  the 
rate  for  the  whole  Country,  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
area.  There  is  no  one  cause  for  the  deaths  of  these  babies  and  it  is 
only  by  the  continued  efforts  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
to  improve  contributory  factors  e.g.  housing,  social,  nursing,  health 

education,  etc.,  that  this  unfortunate  wastage  of  young  lives  can 
be  reduced. 
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ROAD  ACCIDENTS  AND  OTHER  VIOLENT  CAUSES. 

Two  inhabitants  of  this  district  lost  their  lives  through  road 
accidents. 

Four  inhabitants  were  killed  by  other  violent  causes,  compared 
with  six  in  1950.

These  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended  and  almost  all  babies 
bom  in  the  district  are  brought  to  these  clinics  for  advice,  etc., 
from  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health  Visitors. 

For  the  convenience  of  mothers  attending  the  clinic,  supplies 
of  approved  dried  milk  and  other  foods  are  available  for  sale  and 
in  necessitous  cases  free  of  charge.  The  sale  of  food  is  now  carried 
out  by  a clerk.  This  relieves  the  nurse  of  a worrying  responsibility 
and  leaves  her  free  to  give  all  her  time  to  the  mothers  and  babies. 
With  the  shortage  of  professional  staff  it  is  important  to  ensure 
that  their  time  is  entirely  taken  up  with  professional  duties. 

The  number  of  mothers  and  children  attending  the  clinic 
continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

At  each  clinic  there  is  a committee  of  voluntary  helpers  and 
the  work  they  do  contributes  very  largely  to  the  success  of  these 
clinics. 
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(b)  HOME  VISITS 

With  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  duties 
of  Health  Visitors  have  been  considerably  extended  and  cover  not 
only  pre-school  children,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  but  all 
members  of  the  community. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Almoner  at  the 
hospital  and  cases  discharged  which  require  nursing  or  domestic 
help  are  visited  at  once  and  the  necessary  help  made  available.

All  Midwives  have  now  been  supplied  with  a gas  and  air 
outfit  and  the  number  of  cases  who  receive  this  simple  anaesthetic 
to  ease  the  pain  of  child  birth  has  increased. 


(c)  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  the  Specialists,  Miss  E.  Peaker  and  Mr.  D. 
R.  L.  Stevenson,  attached  to  the  local  Maternity  Hospitals.  Cases 
which  require  admission  to  hospital  on  medical  grounds  are  admitted 
as  first  priority  after  reference  to  the  Specialists.  Cases  which  require 
admission  to  hospital  for  the  confinement  because  of  overcrowding, 
etc.,  receive  special  consideration  and  the  whole  scheme  is  working 
most  satisfactorily. 

From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  42  per  cent,  of  the 
births  in  the  district  take  place  in  hospital.  The  remaining  cases 
were  confined  at  home  and  attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.

3 — District  Nursing 

This  scheme  is  working  satisfactorily  and  the  Doctors  in  the 
area  make  a direct  call  on  the  services  of  the  Nurses.  With  the 
co-operation  of  Miss  Brown,  the  almoner  at  the  Doncaster  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  with  the  Western  Hospital  it  is  now  possible  to 
give  continuous  nursing  assistance  when  a patient  is  discharged 
from  hospital  who  still  requires  that  service.

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4 — Home  Helps 

This  service  provides  domestic  help  in  a household  where 
domestic  duties  cannot  be  carried  out  because  of  sickness,  age,  etc. 
All  home  helps  are  employed  on  a part-time  basis  and  recipients 
of  the  service  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  in 
accordance  with  their  means. 

The  use  of  part-time  home  helps  often  causes  small  difficulties 
in  administration,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  a satisfactory 
sendee.  There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  help  given 
to  the  aged  and  the  aged  sick.  In  1950  ten  such  cases  were  helped 
to  the  extent  of  900  hours,  whereas  in  1951  twenty-seven  such  cases 
were  helped  to  the  extent  of  nearly  5,000  hours.  The  service  in  no 
way  takes  the  place  of  “good  neighbouring’’  as  has  been  suggested. 
These  aged  sick  have  to  spend  many  hours  a day,  often  lonely  hours, 
on  their  own,  and  they  welcome  the  visits  of  kindly  neighbours, 
friends,  and  relations  to  chat  with  them  and  to  do  small  services 
for  them.

The  appointment  of  a Mental  Health  Visitor  and  a Mental 
Social  Worker  to  Divisions  27,  28  and  29  has  enabled  the  mentally 
defective  persons  in  the  area  to  have  more  care  and  supervision. 

EDUCATIONALLY  RETARDED  CHILD. 

It  is  difficult  to  get  places  for  these  children  who  require 
tuition  in  a special  school.  The  education  committee  have 
recently  increased  the  number  of  such  schools  in  the  county 
but  there  is  still  a need  for  further  provision. 


INEDUCABLE  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  ADULTS. 

A small  number  are  attending  daily  at  the  occupation  centre 
in  Doncaster  but  there  is  urgent  need  for  the  provision  of  such 
a centre  to  serve  the  County  Districts  around  Doncaster.  These 
centres  serve  a most  useful  purpose  by  giving  these  children 
some  interest  in  life,  teaching  them  to  use  their  hands,  and 
giving  the  parents  some  relief. 

INSTITUTIONAL  CASES. 

A certain  number  of  these  mentally  defective  persons  are 
almost  impossible  to  control  and  should  be  in  an  institution. 
Unfortunately,  it  is  almost  impossible  owing  to  limited 
accommodation  to  get  such  a case  admitted.  It  is  practical  help 
that  is  required  in  these  cases,  not  advice. 

12— Ultra  Violet  Light 

A Sun  Ray  apparatus  has  been  allocated  to  the  Division.  At 
present  it  is  situated  at  Bentley  clinic,  but  it  serves  all  the  area. 


13 — Speech  Therapy 

We  now  share  the  service  of  a speech  therapist  with  two 
neighbouring  divisions.  It  is  hoped  that  the  addition  of  more  speech 
therapists  to  the  County  Staff  will  enable  us  to  have  more  of  Miss 
Tyas’s  time.

As  these  figures  are  net  figures  after  metered  supplies  have 
been  deducted,  there  is  a slight  increase  in  the  use  of  water  by 
domestic  consumers. 

Appended  is  a copy  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations.  61  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  1 by  the 
Surveyor  and  60  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Samples  of  water  from  Brodsworth  Main  Colliery  showed  that 
the  water  was  polluted  with  faecal  bacilli  coli.  It  was  suggested  to 
the  officials  concerned  that  either  town  water  supply  be  provided 
or  the  water  be  chlorinated.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Acceptances  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  have  declined. 
It  may  be  that  with  the  disappearance  of  Diphtheria  these  last  few 
years  due  to  immunisation,  young  mothers  do  not  realise  how 
severe  Diphtheria  can  be  and  the  folly  of  neglecting  to  protect 
their  children  by  the  simple  method  of  immunisation.  Continued 
efforts  are  being  made  by  all  nurses  to  increase  the  acceptance  rate.
